NOBODY WAS KNOCKED OUT

Californian Showed His Superior-
ity Over “Fitz" and Won
the Decision.

Ban Francisco, April 25. —Referes
Eddy Oraney tonlght deglared Jimmy
Britt the winner of one of the fastest
ani bex: fighta ever seen in San Fran-
circo, Wilhe Fitzgerald of Brooklyn,
N. Y.. was the man who put up the
good contest agalnst the Callfornia won
der. Pritt was the eleverer and faster
of the two, and landed two blows to
Fitzgeralds one, With the exception
of the last round, when Tliz-
gerald put the Bar Francieco boy aon
his haunches with o wft swing to the
Jaw, Britt’s suerlority was manifest
durind the entire fight. In the first
round Fllzzerald sent the Culifornian
down, but Britt was at no time dig-
iressed,  He knew exacely what he
wns dolng nnd when he got up he
started st Fliegerald as it the fght
had fust commenced. The gong, How.
ever, ended the round.

Fitzgerald had the advantage of Britt
in helght, reach and mustular develop-
ment, but ae yas nipt nearly his egoad in
speed or clevernoss. - Britt's ducking of
right and loft swings constituted some
of the prettiest work ever seen here,
Brit: devoted most of his attention to
Fitzgemald's stomach and landed nu-
merous  left punches that took the
stearn out of the Brooklyn boy. Britt
cecaslonally lunded on Fltagerald's jaw,
generally at the close of a round, bt
nelther man was apparently able to se.
rlously punish the other. Fitzgerald
showed that be could punch hard with
either hand and take lots of punish-
ment. Britt demongtrated that he Is
one of the fadtest, ccoleet, and mosl
sclentifiz men that has ever appeared
in the ring.

Fitegernld after ths fight admiited
that the declsion was a just one. He
sald that he had injured his right band
In the second round when he knocked
Britt dosvn and vas unable to do ef-
fective work without Injuring it In the
remiainder of the fight. He sald he
would ke a ~eturn match, as he was
confident that he could show that he
was the betier man of the two. H»
pildd Britt vas the hardest man he
ever met.

Britt sald Fltagerald was a good
clean, honest fighter and the best man
he had aver met.

“He 's n better man than Frank
Erne In that he can take punishment
and go the pace at a greater speed,”
Bald Brit,

The fight wias remarkable because
of the clean brenk aways and the fulr-
ness of the contestants, According to
agreement they wereat liberty 1o
fight at all times and were required
tn protact themselves in clinches and
mixupe,  So long as they did not hit
below the helt they were free Lo fght
ut all thoes, In spite of this agreement
they broke clsan every time at the
suggestion of the referee. and there
was not the slightest tinge of unfaly-
ners on elthar side. Dritt finlshed the
Aght without a mrk on hitm and Fite
gerald was also In good condition, nl-
though showing a few marks,
